‘“Severteen bodi-s have boa ree 
Covered on cf a total of 43 p r- 
sons Miss dv. tn the wreck of th 
steamer Alaska, of the an Fran 
ciscu sad Portlard Steam-bip 
Company, which foundered at 
10:08 o'clock last nigbton Blunt's 
Reof, 40 miles south of Eureka. 

According to a radiogram from 
the steamer Anyox, which stuod 
by the Alaska until she sank. two 
boat loadsa of survivor, were 
picked up. There were said to 
be 181 passengers and 80 in the 
crew. 

The radio message was sudden- 
ly interrupted and exact details 
are lacking. Blunt’s Reef hag 
been the scene of a number of sea 
casualties. 

A later message says: The 
Steamer Alaska of the Portland- 
‘San. Francisco Steamship Com. 
pany sank « few iiles off the 
coast here last nigbt. Thirty-two 
passengers and four of the crew 
are missing, and the bodies of 
four passengers and eight of the 
crew have been recovered. One 
hundred and six passengers and: 
70 of the crow have beon saved. 

Twenty-three passengers and 
18 of the crow are badly injured. 

The Alaska struck Blant’s Reef 
bows on at 9 last nigh: in a dense 
fog. The sea was calm, but the 
vessel immediately began to list

Three boats were lower- 
ed successfully but the fourth 
capsized, causing great toss of 
life, the survivors say. A few of 
those im tho fourth boat wore life 
preservers and succeededin keep. 
ing afloat until they were picked 
up. Captain Hohey, the master 
of the Alaska, is among the miss- 


ing. . 

The Alaska sack 30 minutes af. 
tershe struck, according to pase 
sengers in the last lifeboat, which 
went astern of the vessel and re- 
mained there until she took the 
final plunge. 

The stearer Anyo picked ‘up 
many of the survivors and brought 
them to Eureka, after Spending 
the night in braving the dangers 
ofthe reefand attempting rescues. 

When the Alaska grounded, 
she sent wireless messages asking 
immediate aid, and reported that 
her boats were being lowered. A 
radio message received at North 
Head stated that the steamer 
Wabykeona then five miles from 
Bluot’s Reef was going to her 
assistance, but apparently the 
Wahykeena arrived too late.

ments arising from President 
Harling’sinvitation tothe nations 
vitally interested in. the Pacific 
to meet ia conference, the Chinesa 
Legation can now declata with 
Propriety that it has been tke 
recipiedt of innumerable tele- 
gtaphic memorials and com- 
munications from various private 
organisations and bodies in all 
parts-of Ching during the past 
month pleading for China's rights 
and the causa of good under- 
standing between Chins and the 
British Empire in connection with 
the question of the renewal of the 
AngloJapanese Alliance. 

This alone is significant 
testimony thatthe public miad 
of China has been sorely dis- 
tresaed, and that the relief which 
recentdevelopments bave brought 
will soon find the widest ex- 
pression, An interval is no doubt 
required for a full appreciation 
to spread over so vast » country, 
but it is wrong to suppose that 
the citizens of China will be less 
thankful than the citizens of 
other countries, or less willing to 
expresd their gratification, at the 
chance now given them to 
cement world peace. 

In the graver statements which 
have been made about political 
uorestio China, litthe known of 
the very great handicaps which 
the Chinese’ peopla have 
necessarily to overcome before 


.coraplele reform of the adminis-- 


tration is accomplished. It is a 
historical fact, easy of verifica- 
tion, that no nation has erected a 
new system of government on 
new ideas, and owing its existance 
ic new forces, in less than two 
decades. There are the cases of 
the great Republics of the United 
Statesand France which in the 
first dozen years or so of their 
political experience under an 
entirely new form of government 
encountered many of the diffeult 
problems confronting China at 
present. The Chinese people 
tely largely on the sym- 
pathy and friendship of 
Western peoples for their progresg 
and for the selution of their 
difficulties, and expressions of 
views precipitately taken or of

Civil Governors’ are usually military 
men—men of theold school. Ma:is also a Kwangsi man 
and is already getting to work on the reorganisation of the 
‘province through the medium of the nativesof it. [n face 


of these facts one can say that the Government of President | 


Sun Yat-sen has done better things than its predecesors. 
Canton itself is chanying daily and if there is cause for 
hope in China it certainly rests ia the South. 

Regarding the-sttuatiun in the centre it would seein-— 
at least from the viewpoint of the southern party—that Wu 
Pui-foo bas sacriliced a lot of sympathy be formerly enjoyed. 
It is claimed that both Hupeh and Hunam wish to have 
nothing more to do with Tuchuns as they have known them 
in the past, they wish to be indepencent of the Peking 
gang. Wang was forced to clear ont of his own 
provuce aud a mistake was made when .Wu was appointed 
*Enspector-General”” of “the two provinces. especially 
seeing that his appointment has carried with it military 
threats and even operations. The southern provinces used 
to think a good deal of Wu asa scholar, but they think a 
great deal less of him now as a soldier Tuchun. Whether 
be will succeed in subjugating the “independent” Hunam 

is doubtful in view of the fact that the other southern pro- 
vinces will possibly goto the aid of the latter. One fact 
stands ont so clearly that it cannot be missed :—China will 
never be unified while the present party is in power at’ 
Peking. There is far too tnuch opposition to. it—opposi- 
‘tion with which one is almost forced to sympathise if an 
unbiased survey of the condition of the country is -taken. 
How tlten will be brought about the unification that is so 
badly needed? That's a problem worth studying. Our 
“friends at Canton have their answer to that query. 
, Given foreign recognition, they claim, the Government 
of the south would soon be subscribed to be almost the 
- whole of China. Foreign recognition means a lot to Pe- 
king—it is only thing that saves the breaking away of 
nearly all the provinces. Foreign recognition of Peking is 
causilig a continuance of the administration that is help- 
lessly 1n the. clutch of militarists. Take it away aud 
trausfer it to Canton and control would be put into the 
hands of better men, China would soon become unified 
under an enlightened regime and the cures of militarism 
_ could, with foreign aid, soon be driven out of the country.

NOTES 


China’s Minister. 


A diplomatic. carrespondent 
writes to a Landon paper. that 
“the brilliant Chinese Minister, 
Dr, Wallingtan Koo,” isto preside 
atthe mocting of the Council of 
the League of Nations, which is 
considering the question of Upper 
Silesia. Upon this tha cor 
respondent remarks that China 
and her representative thus find 
themselves placed in a position of 
great honour and responsibility, 
and that the circumstance pre- 
sents the remarkable spectacle of 
China presiding over an arbitra- 
tian board in a European dispute. 
The spéctacle bas assuredly a 
good deal of the remarkable, and 
still more so remembering that 
Dr. Noo is probably the youngest 
Minister Plenipotentiary in the 
world (his age is thirty-four, 
we believe Later advices 
intimate that another diplomatist 
from the Far East, Viscount 
‘Ishii, the Japanese Ambagsador 
to France, is presiding over the 
meeting, but Dr. Koo‘ie, at any 
rate, a member of tha Council! of 
of the League, his election to 
which some litth time back 
accasioned considerable astonisb- 
ment. This was doubtless dua 
ta the emergence of a Chinese 
into such unusual prominence, 
not to any defect ia the qualifica- 
tions of ‘Dr. Koo,-who from the 
time of his collegedsys at Cornell 
bas impressed those who have 
seen him with = sense of his 
ever-ready adapszability. The 
Chinese Minister, it may be 
observed, has an indefatigable 
coadjutor in bis wife, formerly 
well Known as the Countess 
Hoey Stoker, daughter of a 
Chinese merchant famed as 
Java's “sugar king.” Mrs. Koo, 
who was a maid-of-hononr to 
Tzu-Hsi, the Dowager Empress, 
has been described as” Western 
to the finger-tips,” and is fre- 
quently to be seen, attired in the 
latest Paris “creations,” driving 
in the “Row,” where her car- 
riagé, with its team of greys, isk 
noteworthy sight. But more to 
the immediate point is the con- 
fidence which her husband has 
been able to inspire among 
European statesmen. It is not 
likely that Dr. Koo is alone in 
ability among his countrymen. 
When conditions in China allow 
a larger number of sble men— 
able men who combine character 
with intellect. that  is—to 
participate in poblic affairs, the 
long-looked-for improvement may 
begin. 

The Classics Redivivus. 


Sbakespeare confessed to 
“small Latin and less Greek,” so 
aven in the world of letters 
the classics are not indispens- 
able to eminence. A few 
ago discussion wared 
rife in the Old Country as to 
whether Greek sbould be retained 
as an obligatory subject for 
admission to tha ancient Univer- 
sities. Cambridge, as the seat 
of sclence rather than of litera- 
ture, was the firs! to capitulate. 
As long ag possible the classical 
tradition opposed any alteration 
at Oxford, bus eventually the 
“Litthe Go" underwent the 
revision to which the “ Previous” 
had submitted some time before. 
Doubtless the change was largely 
a concession to those who had 
not undergone a classical course 
at school. In fact, a revulsion 
against the study of dead [angua- 
ges was the vogue, and schools 
which had always made these 
the fabric of their curriculur 
were admonished to fit 
themselves to Jatker-day con- 
ditions. There wag reason in 
the contention, bat, as is 
often the case with zealous 
innovators, the beuefits of 
the old system were apt 
to be overlooked, for it cannot be 
denied that the classics provide 
a splendid foundation for the 
complete scholar~—so much s0 
that withont them the term 
beoomes anomalous. A revival 
of classical education is indicated 
in the recommendation of a 
a Parliamentary Commission, 
which advises that Latin should 
be compulsory in all secondary 
schools, and that Greek shonld be 
made as accessible as possible to 
all scholars. The Commission's 
suggestion thet the study of 
Latin should begio by the age of 
twelve is s desirable one, or an 
earlier age might bave been pro- 
posed. Dryden, whose transla- 
tion of Virgil is still the most 
popular, did not start Latin till 
late in life, we are told; but with 
most people, if the study of,» dead 
language is not ‘begun ic -early 
years, it is not likely to be begun 
at all—and the classics are still 
the basis of our culture.

WaMRURG AMERICA LE. 


Previous tolaaving the United - 
States for Germany, Dr. Yithelm 
Gono, director-general af the 
Hamburg-America Line, issued a 
formal diatement containing tho 
following: “ With regard to the 
building programme of the Ham- 
borg-America Ling, plang hava 
been made for the reconstruction 
of about one-third of the Cam. 
pany’s pre-war flaet in the course 
at the nest five years. This new 
Boet willconsiat largely of freight 
ships of a modern type, having a 
tonnage of from 5,000 to 19,000 | 
tons deadweight.” Some of the 
largest and fastest of thesa 
freight ships, which are suitable 
for the North Atlantic and the 
south Amerioan trade, will be 
equipped with a- limited number 
af rooms for cabin passengers 
and a moterate capacity for 
third class passenger Two 
large vessels of 20.000 tons ergus. 
have been ordared for the North 
Atlantic trada to carry first, 
second and third class passsngein 
aod a fiir amount: of cargo, but 
these vessels will not be ready 
for service until the spring of 1923 
or 1924, Their spead will be abous 
16 knots. Most of the freight 
vossols will be equipped for the 
use of either coal or oil as fuel. 
Some of the engines willbe of the 
reciprocsting type and some of 
the Diesel motor type. Mr. Har- 
riman has succeeded in. building 
up an excellent organisation on a 
sound business basis, It has 
been my observation that the 
United American Lines, which is 
the operating company of the 
group, is equipped for the efficient 
handling of both freight and pas- 
seanger business, This is very” 
gratifying to me," and leaves me 
Morea than ever confident of the 
value of our joint venture.” 


FRENCH STATE SHIPPING. 


The Chamber of Deputies Iast 
month discussed the scheme of 
the liquidation of State vessala 
created during the war. They 
ourmber 300 shina of anageregete 
tognage of 1,000,000 tons, and are 
valued at 1,500 million francs. 
The reporter of the Merchants 
Navy Committee said during 
the war the Food Supply 
Department had 500 ships at its 
disposal, and, thanks toa contract 
with the Hadsen Bay Company, 
was able to realise an economy 
of 114 million francs. Several 
sessels were bonght through an 
intermediary of the Hudson Bay 
Company. but the French Govern- 
ment would on!y become owners 
three years after the cessstion 
of the hostilities on a date fixed 
by Great Britain. The. reporter 
added that England had not set 
fixed the date. Mon. Bigsor ex- 
Under Secretary of the Merchant 
Marine said his department never 
occupied itself with the affair of! 
the Hudson Bay Co, buat the 
new Under Secretary replied thas 
he badbeen charged doring the 
past two months, in sgteement 
with the Under | Secretary of 
Food, to negotiate, and hoped 
the vessels would, shdrtiy be 

placed nade: the Preach flag. 


SEAMEN'S OVERTIME, 


“A practical agreement has 
now been come toon the panols 
of the National Maritime Board 
as to seamen’s and flramen’s 
overtime. The clause which is 
being submitted to the ports lays 
down the conditions under which 
overtimeis to be payable. It fixes 
the rate per bour for overtime | 
on asomewhat modified scale aa 
compared with the last agree- 
ment and it makes provision 
that instead of overtine the mer’ 
may get equivalent time off. 
Local customs, which have 
hitherto ‘worked well and. been 
entirely satisfactory both to em- 
ployersand men, can, under’ the 
clause and at the option of em- 
ployers and employed, be’ per- 
petuated. The clausé is to go to 
the ports for ratification, and 
alreadyseveral have’ ratified ib," 
Journal of Commerce (Lirerpout.)
